CLEVELAND, O., MARCH 4—Over 140 school children .lost, their 


Jives in a fire which brofee out today in the three story high school build- 
ing in North CoHinwood, a Cleveland 
suburb. Over 14O bodies are re- 


covered. Tvventy-fiiie more children wore injured 
In jumping from the 


windows. 


The fire started from unknown causes under the stairway leading to 


thc third floor. When the pupils on thc upper floor were warned of their 
danger by the '•moke pouring into the rooms, all escape was cut off. Rush- 
ing to the top of the -irairway, they were driven back by the rush of 
flames. 
"While the lower floors, were emptied, an alarm was sent to the 


Cleveland firc department. A half dozen 
engine 
companies 
were de- 


spatched from the East Side station s but they arrived too late to rescue 
thc victims. The floors had collapscdand only thc walls of the building 
remained standing. 


Thc Colhnvvood fire department was 
woefully inadequate. 
It was 


without Judder- of sufficient length to rc-ach Oic upper floor and had not 
life nets. Tin- only children lo escape from the upper floor were those 
who risked their lives in .jumping. 
Most of tho«*c arc frightfully injured. 


The injured pupil- were rushed lo the eitj hospitals. Some of them arc 
fatally hurt.

Venezuela President Hay.

Situation is Full of Dangerous Pos- 


sibilities At Present 


Time. 


Washington, March 4.—The State 


Department has sent President Cas-' 
tro of Venezuela, an unqualified 
de- 


mand that he submit all matters in- 
dispute between this 
country 
and 


Venezuela to arbitration. 


President Castro has refused uncon- 


ditionally to accept the demand. The 
administration is now in a position. 
where it must make a' display of force 
or recede from its attitude and re- 
submit the causes of the quarrel back 
to the State Department. The Admin- 
istration has taken practically 
the 


stand that the Asfrhalt Trust is in the 
right in its controversy with Castro 
md has substantially made its case 
the government's. 


It was learned last night that the 


PresJde'nt is preparing for a display 
of force. Events in connection Trtth 
this disagreement are moving witbt 
great rapidity and -developments of 
interest are looked for any day.

There are six prominent 


cases at issue, and the most important 
of these is 'the fine of $8,000,000 'fnv-' 
posed upon the Asphalt Trust ',by 
President Castro. 


The first decisive step was taken 


last week, when Secretary of State 
Root instructed United States Minis- 
ter Bussell in Caracas to make a de- 
mand upon. Castro en bloc for the ar- 
bitration of all questions in dispute. 
In case Castro had answered that the 
proceedings were irregular Russell was 
to make a definite stand upon each, 
individual case. This was done and 
Castro refused point blank both the 
en bloc and the individual offers. 


The State Department has gone aa 


far as it can while Congress is in ses- 
sion. It would be useless to expect to 
take any tep of waror any act similar 
to war while Congress is in session, 
that body having the right to declare 
war. 


Four years ago Castro assumed tha 


same attitude he maintains now. At 
that time it was no secret that 'tha 
Unied States had sent;army officers to 
Colombia and Venezuela 
to 
make 


reconnoissance with^eference 
to a> 


possible conflict with the recalcitrant 
republic. Castro has been very im- 
pudent. .One c&ius dipatches^to 
th« 


State Department is saidT^gftfeve con- 
veyed the statement tnst^ne would 
not deal diplomatically with "Yankee 
pigs." 


The real question now it whether 


Congress will take the Castro business 
in its own hands and suggest that an 
ultimatum be sent to Venezuela. If 
that be done it will precipitate 
a 


crisis. 


The situation at the present mo« 


ment is one full of dangerous possi- 
bilities. It is being handled in the 
Senate by Senator Lodge. He has not 
jet brought before the Senate all the 
correspondence in the various cases, 
but he was informed yesterday that 
Castro had flatly refused to submiS 
any of the cases to arbitration. Castro 
is opposed to the settlement of mat- 
lers in The Hague. He was not repre- 
•wited in The Hague or In the Hio 
conference two years ago.

tude is therefore a challenge to

United States, and it remains to be 
seen whether Congress will take up 
ln<? guaatlet he has flung down.
